In response to the Restriction Requirement dated April 1, 2003 requiring 
election of one species from: 

a motor with an extended rotor (Claims 1,11,21, and 36); 

a motor with a magnetic balancer (Claims 3-8); 

a motor with a housing having notches (Claims 22-23, 30, and 32); and 

a motor with a shield (Claims 11-15), 
Applicant provisionally elects, with traverse, a motor with an extended stator as 
recited in Claims 1, 1 1, 21, and 36 and dependent claims therein. 




Applicant traverses the election as the species of "a motor with an extended 
rotor" is present in all independent claims (Claims 1, 11, 21, and 36) and is thus 
generic to all of the species. Furthermore, the element that the stator extends not 
more than 180 degrees with respect to a central angle of the rotor as recited in Claim 
1 is either specifically present or generic to one of the elements in the remaining 
independent Claims. Thus, Applicant traverses the election of species as improper 
and respectfully requests reconsideration and withdrawal of the requirement in the 
next Office Action. 

Conclusion 

In view of the amendments above, Applicant respectfully submits that all of 
the pending claims are in condition for allowance and seeks an early allowance 
thereof.
